Although there are certain oddities 
about this report, it may well be 
authentic. At any rate..I suggest 
you have a look at it since it may 
fill in certain points connected 
with the details of the recent

Waters problem.

5. The Technical Angle : 

The First Summit Meeting decided the following: 

a) The establishment of a special body within the Arab 
League called "Organization for the Exploitation of the Jordan 
River Waters and its Tributaries (OEJRW)". This organization 
will be in charge of planning and coordinating the different Arab 
projects for the exploitation of the Jordan River waters. 

b) This organization will have a board of directors, headed 
by the Arab League Secretary General, made up of members ap¬ 
pointed by the Governments of Jordan, Lebanon, Syria and the 

# 

UAR. The Board of Directors of this organization will have to 


meet some time before February 1, 1965. 

c) The immediate projects for the exploitation of the Jordan 
River waters will cost 6, 250, 000 Sterling pounds. The Arab states 
will pay towards this sum a share relative to its share of the Arab 
League budget. Member states will pay half their dues immediately 

and the rest on May 1, 1965. 

d) Other development projects need approximately 65 million 
Sterling pounds. The Organization for the Exploitation of the Jordan 
River Waters will study these projects to establish the necessary 


funds needed for their execution. 
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The Board of Directors has been formed and met six times 
so far# The central office has been set up and the regional 
executive offices have been formed in Jordan, Syria and Lebanon*

20,000 Sterling pounds had been transferredto the regional office 
in Jordan, 55, 000 Sterling poiinds to the office in Syria and 30, 000 
to the one in Lebanon* These sums represent 2% of the total ex¬ 
penses estimated for the projects, and 7% of the general expenses 

# 

for the research and supervision. 

The Board of Directors ha6 submitted a progress report on 
its activities so far which could be summarized as follows: 

a) Detailed studies of certain aspects of the project have 
been completed in each of the three Arab countries involved with 
the project and are ready for execution, as soon as the contractors 
are granted the permission to start. If this permission is not de- 

4 

layed, it is expected to finish the diversion of part of the Hasbani 
tributary to fall in the Litani River whereby 60 miUion cubic 

metres of water will remain on Arab soil as of the end of 1965* 

The rest of the project will be completed by the end of 1966. It 

t 

is noteworthy that if the execution of this project is delayed beyond 
September 1964 it would lose a working winter season and there¬ 
fore actual exploitation would be delayed one year. 

b) The original cost estimate of the first phase of the pro- 
ject was 6, 250, 000 Sterling pounds, distributed among the countries 
involved for the execution of their respective projects. It appears 

that the allotment for Syria was short of nearly one million Sterling 
which shall be reconsidered as soon as the studies are completed*

c) At the request of Jordan, Al-Mukhayba darn has been 
considered as part of the immediate phase of the project, in 
order to stop possible schemes of diverting the water to Tiberius. 
The Jordanian Government has been authorized to build the neces¬ 
sary canal for the construction of the dam. The expenses of this 
dam are incorporated in the progress report of the Board of 

ft 

Directors presented to the Second Summit Meeting. 

d) The Lebanese request to include the water storage pro¬ 
ject in Nabatiya as part of the immediate phase of the Hasbani 
diversion project has been declined. The Lebanese preliminary 
studies of the project show that it is an uneconomical development 
project -- it will cost 11 million Sterling pounds to irrigate 80 
thousand dunftms only. The Lebanese are asking the Arab states 
to pay 4| million Sterling pounds, the sum needed to build the 
storage dam. The Board of Directors of the Organization for the 
Exploitation of the Jordan River Waters has submitted the Lebanese 
request to the Second Summit Meeting with its recommendations to 
complete the detailed study of the project. 

e) On August 2, 1964, in his capacity as head of OEJRW 

Board and in accordance with the decision of the Board, the 
Secretary General of the Arab League sent the Chief Commander 
of the Joint Military Command a letter informing him of the state of 
affairs on the water diversion projects. (1) In Lebanon: On July 
10, 196 4, it was agreed to construct a tunnel at Kawkaba. The 


Lebanese refused to begin the project prior to the approval of 
the Joint Arab Command. (2) In Syria: On June 30, 1964* 
contractor bids for the construction of an 8-kilometre canal 
from the Lebanese border to Banias were opened. The Board 
of Directors would like to have the opinion of the Joint Command 
on this. (3) In Jordan: On June 14, 1964, the Jordanian Plan¬ 
ning Board signed an agreement with a Yugoslav Company,

Economic agreements are a must for the development of the 


Arab economy. And it is only through economic development that 


the Arabs could halt the exploitation of the foreigners* Thus the 


Arab Economic Council met on August 19, 1964 and recommended 


the following: 


(1) That the Arab oountries which have signed the agreement

should ratify it before the 10th Session of the Economic Council* 

(2) That those Arab states which have neither signed nor 
ratified the above-mentioned agreement should do so soon.

It 
must be signed and ratified before the 10th Session of the 
Economic Council by those countries which approved it in prin¬

amendments to it, but have not finalized it, should do so as fast 
as possible. 

(5) That the Arab states should remove all reservations 
made earlier on the trade agreement and its amendments. 

(6) That all economic agreements should be signed by member 
states particularly those dealing with oil and communications.

The Arab League Secretariat has called for the formation of 
a committee consisting of Arab commercial attaches stationed in 
Cairo and the UAR Foreign Ministry to study the economic rela- 
tions existing between the Arab states and foreign countries in 

order to formulate an Arab economic policy towards these foreign

economic relations: Jordan, Tunisia, Sudan, Iraq, the UAR, 

Kuwait, Lebanon and Libya. The committee studied these reports 
and found out the following: 


(1) 55% of the exports of the eight above-mentioned Arab 
states are consumed by seven countries: The United Kingdom,

Italy, France, the Soviet Union, Wfest Germany, Holland, the 
United States. .*<.

(2) Each of the U.K. and Italy consume more than 10% 
of the exports of these Arab states. At the 6ame time, all the

Arab states consume more than 17% of their imports and about 
6% of the above-mentioned Arab states 1 imports. 

(3) Dritain occupies the leading place as importer from 
the above-mentioned Arab states and second place as exporter 
to the Arab world.

come from ten countries only -- the same countries to which they 
export in addition to India, Belgium and Japan.

(5) The United States is the leading country from which the 

Arab states get their imports. The above-mentioned Arab states

(6) The exports of four countries of the European Common 

Market -- West Germany, France, Italy, Holland --to the Arab

time, these European countries consume 31.6% of the Arab coun¬ 
tries* exports whose value is approximately 112.6 million Sterling 
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pounds more than the value of the imports the Arab states con¬ 
sume from them- Should Belgium and the Luxembourg be in¬ 
cluded with the rest of the Common Market countries, then

the Arab states' imports from the Common Market countries 

would make 26.7% of the total Arab imports or a worth of

247 million Sterling pounds approximately, whereas the Arab 
exports to the Common Market countries do not exceed the 
value of 136 million Sterling pounds -- 111 million Sterling 
pounds less than the value of Arab imports. 

It must be noted that Kuwaiti and Iraqi oil exports have 
not beei>included in the above statistics, since there were no 
reports submitted on the subject. 

8. The Inform a tion Angle : * 

In accordance with the resolution of the First Summit 
Meeting, the Ministers of Information of the member states 

met between the 7th and 10th of March 1964, and submitted the

and an Arab writing, publishing and printing centre.
